The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the recited features "a 
center-line average surface roughness Ra and an average height-depth spacing Sm " of 
claims 1 and 2, the recited feature "a low refractive index layer having a refractive index 
lower than a refractive index of the transparent resin layer" of claim 2, the recited 
feature "an optical element" of claims 7 and 13, and the recited feature "an image 
display" of claims 8 and 14 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

The specification is objected to because "Fig.2" should be Tig.1" (page 10, line 

10). 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 are indefinite because there is no lower limit for the ratio (Ra/Sm) 
and there is no upper limit for the average height-depth spacing Sm. Therefore, it is 
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unclear whether zero is included or excluded in the lower limit for the ratio (Ra/Sm). The 
remaining claims are also rejected since they depend on the indefinite claims 1 and 2. 

Claims 1 and 2 will be allowed over the prior art of record if the claims are 
amended to include the lower limit of the ratio (Ra/Sm) or the upper limit for the average 
height-depth spacing Sm. None of the prior art cited of record (including JP 9-193332 
and 2002-107512 cited by Applicant) discloses or suggests a light diffusing sheet 
having the combination of the features "a haze value of the light diffusing sheet is 30% 
or more", "a ratio (Ra/Sm) of a center-line average surface roughness (Ra:.>um) and an 
average height-depth spacing (Sm: y(jm) is 0.005 or less, and Ihe Ra satisfies a 
relationship of 0.1 < Ra 0.4. The dependent claims will also be allowed if the 
independent claims are amended as mentioned above.
